Even if Pre-| 
sident von Hindenburg refuses, 
it is dificult to see how the 
former powerful leader of the 
German Nationalists can_com- 
fortably remain in the Hitler 
Government.

Intrigues, Famine, and Invasion: Soviet in Altai:

Shanghai, June 22.

It included the epic of the small 
band of foreigners working day and 
night among the wounded in a war 
where there has been to Red Cross 
and no R.AM.C, and which, eul- 
minated in’ the death of Br, P. C. 
Mather and Dr. E. Fischbacher, 
From the moment the new adminis- 
tration took over, things began to 
improve, ‘The troops from. Man- 
churia, largely Volunteers who had 
een driven out of their old hunti 
grounds by the Japanese and had 
made their way to the far western 
proviree through Siberia, proved in. 
comparably better than ‘the ragged 
id -oplumeaddicted soldiers of the 
former governor. With the arrival 
of an official from Nanking’ in one 
‘of the two Eurasia aeroplanes which 
etablished direct. contact between 
‘Tihwa and the outer world for the 
first time in many months, an 
orgy Was infused into the adminis- 
tration which apoke of better thfngs 
to come, ‘The question remained. 
however, how far the rot had spread 
in the province: had’ it become 50 
rend that the new adminis- 
tration eould not cope with it? This 
question is still to be answered, 
thoueh the most recent reports are 
optimistic, 


Soviet Among. Tribesmen 


It had been known for a long 
time that Soviet agents had. been 
active among the turbulent. Kirghiz 
tribesmen in the mountainous Altai 
distriets inthe north-east of the 
province, But while the capital of 
the province war itself threatened 
by rebels, little could be done about 
it and the more distant menace 
necessarily had to take second 
place. ‘The tribesmen are now re- 
ported to have been equipped and 
Armed from across the Soviet border 
aral to be much more formidable 
than ever before. Once again, how- 
ever, more pressing problems call 
for first attention and dealing with 
them has had to be postponed. 

‘The most urgent, of these more 
pressing problems. is. the invasion 
from ‘Kansu, Recent _ telegrams 
claimed success, for the new admin- 
{stration in driving back these 
vaders towards their own territory. 
Other, reports, however, indicate 
that the darcer is by no means 
over, With the capture of Kuchens. 
Ma" Chung-ying seized a large 
quantity of ammunition which had 
been kept In the city, and his force 
ie thus well armed. From Kansu, 
also, come reports that his road back 
into’ the provinee, in the event of 
hig. defeat, has been made almost 
impassable by the filling in of many 
of the wells, Over two stages 
of eleven days in the arduous 
Journey from Liangehow in. Kans 
to Tihwa travellers are now forced 
fo carry their own water. For an 
Army without modern transport the 
trek, therefore, look almost ime 
possible, Ma’ Chung-ying, who

Scogan produced 
his jokes in abundance, as “The 
Geystes of | Skoggan” bear 
witness. Rickard Tarlton was 
ess the jester than the authentic 
Elizabethan clown although he 
held jester’s rank. He developed 
the art of extemporising which, 
in fact, to be known by hii 
‘Tarletonising.” But it 
is indeed truly symbolical of t 
tragicomedy of the life of Poin 
ancestors that the last King of 
England to have a Court Fool 
}was the gloomy solemn but well- 
meaning monarch on whose neck 
the executioner’s axe fell. Yot 
the Jester’s life is sad enough. 
Point himself summed it up: 
“A. poor, dull, heartbroken man, 
Who must needs be merry, or he| 
will be whipped, who must rejoice, 
lest he starve; who must jest you, 
Jibe you, quip you, crank you, 
wrack you, riddle you, from hour 
to hour, from day to day, from 
year to year, "lest he dwindle, 
erish, starve, pine and die. . .” 
But perhaps the most enduring 
{theory about the jester or fool or 
jclown is that he is really excep- 
tionally clever. The clown in 
the cirens is always credited 
with an ability to beat the most 
Jaccomplished acrobat at his own 
game, Probably the theory has 
much the same value as that 
lwhich has grown up on the basi 
lof the fashionable bookie’s skill 
with pencil. It is often sugge 
led that s0 great is the book- 
maker's grasp of figures that he 
leaves senior wranglers stand- 
ig. Gilbert knew better. So 
he made Point a very dull, 
Jordinary, prosaic blundering 
simpleton; therein he created 
tragedy but softened it with 
humour.

An Eightieth Anniversary History of Settlement’s 


Unique 


If an annual formal inspection is 
to be taken as official recognition of 
status, the Shanghai Volunteer Coxps| 
ig now in its. Jubilee year, for it 
as on April 14, 1880, that the 
Gorps ‘had its ‘fitsb annual inspee- 
tion, Actually, however, the Corps 
{is fully entitled to ‘laint that it is 
celebrating this year its eightioth 
anniversary, for, except for. three 

‘years, it can trae an unbroken hi 





tory back to 1853, and even in those | 


thiee years the Sottlement’s 
Pioneers only nominally were not 
Volunteers, for they were ready to 
mobilise at the shortest notice, 
‘The historic battle of Muddy’ 
Flat, the location of which roughly 
was’ the present Shanghai Race 
Gourse, as been the theme of many 
a newspaper article and there is no 
gall to repeat it, but ony, to. men- 
tion the circumstances leading up 
to it as the cause for the formation 
of the’ Volunteers and, happily, it 
was the one really serious engage- 
ment in which they have been con 
cerned. The Taiping rebels in 1893 
were a very real menace to the 
Settlement and to the lives of all 
the “foreigners, “and, indeed, | no 
peaceable Chinese could - consider 
himself safe, as the horrible mas- 
sacres committed at Quinsan and 
other places showed. The available! 
naval and, military’ forees| 
‘constituted but a handful of men 
‘and s0 a call was maile on the 
Man population of the Settlement 
for the yeinforcement of the  Re- 
eulars, and that was the beginning 
‘of the Shanghai Volunteer (Corps. 
Canton, Taku, Peking, and Muddy 
Flat engagements which most cer- 
tainly wore not of the comic opera 
‘order so common in China even at 
‘the present, day when all. the mo- 
deen selentine applanew, for, hight 
ing at long range and behin 
{of ate availa. "Rogulars and 
Volunteers fought sie by side, 
strenuously and” bravely, and not 
without casualties. ‘The battle was 
brief but flere and the foreign. 
eoalition forces were left in un 





























disputed possession of the field. 
‘The Taipings were thoroughly 
outed and Shanghai was made safe 





for the building of a civic centre, 
or whatever is its ultimate object. 


A Brief Disbandment 


That wns the beginning of the 
. Capt. Tronson, of dhe 2nd 
Husiliers, Bengal Rog, was the 
first Commandant, but he appears 
to have handed over the command 
actually before the Battle of Muddy 
Flat, for on that historic occasion 
the Velunteers were commanded by 
fone of themselves, Dir. Wade. Tt 
‘was practically a British force, for 
the Americans were organised inde- 
pendently. With the immediate 
danger past, the Volunteers were 
disbanded, But in 1860 the renewed 
activitieg of the Talpings "caused 
the enrollment ‘of the Cores again 
‘ach 80 strong, 
araded, ‘Two years later, they, 
‘were reinforced by the Siounted 
Rangers, the forerunners of our 
Light Horse, who, under Captain 
Borlaise, RN. fought with the 
‘greatest’ gailantry. 

‘When peace came, arms were 
called in, but the Corps was "not 
this time disbanded, it being decid. 
‘ed at a meeting ‘to let it remain 
in abeyance until the necessity 
arise for action.” This necessity 
‘arrived with the. troubles ‘of 1870 
and the parade then was of ‘quite 
‘en imposing character, consisting 
‘of three infantry companies, known 
as the Rifle Brigade, and the 
‘Mounted Rangers, 200 in all, whilst 
the famous old Fire Brigade, ex- 
chaning" their everxendy hooks 
and ladders for Snipers, also. fell 
in.

The manufacturer or engineer 
starting a new undertaking in China 
knows ‘that he will have to spend 
considerable time and effort in 
‘raining his personnel, but Chinese 
sarners, and what they 
thoroughly they retain, and 
it iy often better to take an entirely 
untrained man and teach him, Tax 
ther than to employ one who” has 
learned a little and thinks he knows 
lot. For this reason it is the more 
important that during the comi 
years the receptive minds of the 
younger generation” should be 
brought more and more closely into 
contact, with trained and practical 
teachers. 

The mumber of foreign trained 
Chinese engineors returning from 
‘abroad is increasing steadily. Edu- 
eation, per ge, in. enginesting is 
‘worth ‘very little, Tt is not enough 
that foreign professors should give 
lectures whieh the average Chinese 
student can repeat word for word 
months afterwards. He must be 
taught to apply his knowledge to 
the practical problem in front of 
him, “Not only so but he must 
realise fully that skinping does not 

ind that it is false economy to 
‘materials that are “good enought” 
and which Tet him down in the lonst 
run. It is this kind of knowledge 
‘which alone ean be” gained by 
Dractical experience of the best me- 
thods, and constant supervision to 
see that he earries them out to tho 
last detail. “Actual experience in 
China, side by side with foreign 
Jengingers, would enable these re- 
turned students. to derive the. full 
benefits from their expensive train- 
ing abroad, which is now in s0 man 
es entirely thrown away for lack 
fof such partnership. ‘They need to 
realise that any engineer continues 
and|to learn as Tong as he. lives, and 
that the best opportunities for’ edu- 
jeation are usually to be found after, 
rather than before diplomas and 
degrees have been obtained. 

Tt is perhaps a lot to expect that 
avy great change in the general 
‘attitude of mind to these problems 
fan come about, quickly. At the 
same time if a few of ‘the moro 
enlightened leaders of Chinese com- 
‘merce and engineering, who, are 
beginning to appreciate realities, 
would have the courage to look 
further ahead, and to proclaim 
their willingnéns to welcome fully, 
land genuinely the co-operation of 
the foreign engineer, they would

Jn the, first place it should. be 
vernarked that dyking a river isa 
Serious disturbance ‘of ‘the natural 
regime. If no dykes are built, 
when the river is in spate the 
plain is flooded to a small. depth 
Sediment is deposited thereon and 
year by year the plain rises. As 
time progresses, owing to the build- 
ing up of the plain with sediment, 
flooding thereof becomes, less. fre- 
quent and the river’ follows 
definite channel. Owing tothe 
advance of the mouth of the river 
seaward by delta formation, there 
is also a very slow rise of the bed 
level. 
If dykes are built, conditions are 
very different. Unless the dykes are 
undermined, break, or are over- 
topped, no sediment is ‘deposited on
